CAUSED A SCARE. 


The Bill Reducing the Number of Licensed 
Liquor Dealers in Massachusetts. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Disratcn. 

Fatt River, Mass., May10.—While the Fall 
River Board of Aldermen have been engaged 
for the past two weeks in perfecting plans for 
high license this year, and the liquor dealers 
have been protesting tono purpose, the State 
Legislature hus been tinkering with the license 
law and passing various restrictive measures, 
most of which have failed. Yesterday the 
State Senate passed to be engrossed the bill 
limiting licenses to one to every 1,000 inhabit- 
ants. At the same time the local liquor dealers 
were in session trying to devise some means 

the high license fees which 
they claim meant forthem financial ruin. 
When the Boston papers arrived yesterday 
the dealers and the Aldermen were astonished 
to readthat the limited license bill, which 
had already passed thé House, had passed the 
Senate and would take effect on its passage. 
‘This news fell like a thunderbolt on the al- 
— 1 anxious dealers. It meant that there 
co be only sixty licenses grantedin this 
city of 6,000 inhabitants, and it was a situa- 
tion which made the prospect of high license 
pale into insignificance, There are 400 appii- 
cants for license and there was at once a hur- 
Tying to and fro. Leading dealers hunted 
up the Aldermen and urged immediate 
ion. They would agree to high 
se or any license rather than run the 
They had 
existed for u year under prohibition, but their 
ce with the police force warned them 
that under a limited license law they would 
either out ot business or go to jail. 

The high license Board of Aldermen were no 

ess ous. The Senate would probably pass 
the bill to the enacting stage, and ifthe Gov- 
ernor signed it the board would be powerless 
to exceed the limit. This meant a serious 
blow to their crippled finances. Under 
the high license — there would proba- 
bly be nearly three hundred licenses granted 
a a revenue of about $120,000 raised.
